Anſw. Lala in general is the worſbiping of Imager or Idols, Now 
there be two ſorts of Images, and therefore two ſorts of Idolatry. Firſt, 
againſt the Ot jed of wer ſlup, is the firſt Commandment. Secondly, ageinff 
the means of worſhip in the Second. The Idolatry forbidden in the firſt 
Commandment is, when the wor ſbip is terminated upon a falſe Objet, and 
not upon the True God that made Heaven and Earth. But the Idolatry 
forbs inthe ſecond Commandment is, when the worſlip is directed 
tothe True God, but by falſe wayes and means, which he had never e- 
pointed, and which never came inte his heart: we commonly callit for 
diſtinction ſake, Swperſition, which is as much es to ſay, Cultus ſupra 
ftatutum, a worſhip be and beyond the Rule. The Scripture calls it 
1dolatry, or the worſhipping of Idols, and Superfticion, and vil · 
i, Col. 2. wit. Ats7 41. and 4 Os 17.16,22. 

The Idolatry againſt which the Prophets are ſo and almoſt 
contiaually thundring forth the wrath of Ged the Old Te» 
ſtame nt, and which is ſo much condemned alto in the New, and which 
the People were Tl of.

As when 
the Veſſels of the Temple had been polluted and abuſed in Babylon, 
where they became Fclſbaz ar; quaſfing bowis, they were not therefore 
laid aſide by the people of Gd in theu return out of Babylon, bat re- 
ſtored and brought back to their former right uſe in the Temple: So 
when it is Odyet ted, that then publick meeting places for worſhip muſt 
de pulled down, and the uſe of Cups and Veſſels in the Sacrament laid 
akde, becauſe the Papiſts have abuſed them, 1 Anſwer fhill as before, 
that theſe things dre not monuments of Idolatry, for though they be not 
Irdiuances, yet they are neceſ/ary appurtenances: tc them.

Lectures, they are moſt impertinently objected, for theſe are not 
hours ſanctiſied or conſecrated to Gods e, but onely the moſt 
convenient times when moſt may reſort to the bearing of Sermons, 
So that time is onely deſigned occaffenally, not dedicate or ſantlifird, 
Time is made to ſerve s people, and not Gods people made to 
ſerve the time, or to ſerve God becauſe it is an holy time. 

And whereas ſome have ſeemed to condemn the ſuperſticious pre 
of Chriſtmas, but plead hard for the Heſpirable part, as they call it; 
The Anſwer is, That the Ferafting and Sperting u an Apjendix to the 
worſrip, or rather to the Superſtition, and therefore ſtands or falls 
together with it. The Apoſtle therefore calls them Idolaters, even 
for their Feaſting and Sporting, 1 Cr. io.

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VII. 
Holineſs of Places, or Con(eerating of Charcher; 


JE diſcover the vanity of this Superſtition, conſider, that inberext 
Helineſsrybich is in Perſons, is a thing which Places are no way 
cipable of: but the onely holineſs that is or can be pretended for 
them, is a Relative Holineſs, upon the account of ſome thing without 
chem, in teſpect and relation whereto, they are denominated and re- 
puted holy. Hence one that writes for it hath deſcribed it thus, 4 
ate of Relation of Pecnliavity to Godwards, Now in the time of the 
Old Teſtament, we finde two ſorts of holy Places upon this account of 
Relation to the holy God, 

1. Where God Was pleaſed to afford the viſible and extramdinary Ap- 
prarances and Manifeſtations of bis Glory e the very eyes of bu Ser- 
wants, ſuch Places were Holy during the e of theſe Manifeſtations, 
As whea the Lord appeared to Moſer in the burning Buſh, EX xo. 3.5. 
T he place whereon t bes flandeft is bly ground. So to Pe, Chap. 5. 15. 
Hence Mount Sinai /g bt not be touched, Exod.19. And upon this ac- 
coum the Mount where Chriſt was transfigured is called the Holy 
Aonnt, 2 Pet. 1. 18. but this Hulineſs continued onely while that - 
traordinary Preſence continued, there is no more Holineſs in Afount 
Sinai, or in Mount T abor now then there is in any other place, 
therefore the Apoſtle ſo calls it from what it was, not that it is ſo (till; 
neither is any other place in theſe times priviledged with ſuch an ex- 
eraotdinary viſible Preſence and Appearance of God: and therefore 
this neither is not can be — ſor our Meeting · places. But 

2, There was 4 ftated Holineſs in the time of the Law in ſome Places, 
And thas ſome bave obſer ved, that we finde but three Places that were

It is not meart 
of thoſe improper Atetommical Churches, neither doth the oppoſi- 
tion inforce any ſuch thing : for there be many other things which

— There are in Zegick, not onely Centraria, quorum nun uni, 

ut alſo Di patata quorum nam multis pariter epponitur : The Apoliles 
Argament is this, that it is a contempt of the Church or Saints of 
God, to carry themſelves ſo diſorderly in their preſence. 

And yet it doth not follow, that the publick Meeting-places muſt 
be pulled down, for the Conſecrating of them is an abuſe of things 
neceſſary, and not of things indifferent, The Scriprers mentions it 
as a good work to build them, He loveth eh Nation, and bath built 
a Syn:g gue, Luke 7. 3. and as an act of great profaneneſs to pull 
them down, Pſal. 74.8. They have burnt up all the Synagogues of Ged 
in the Land, which yet had no more holineſs in them then our Meet- 
ing-p'aces. And the thing it ſelf ſpeaks, for it there 3 to be 
ublick Aſſemblies for the Worſhip of God, if this be a duty, it is 
nec ſſary that there be pl:ces to meet in. It is true, the Lord com- 
mand ed che Jews to demokſh the Heathen Temples of the Canpantey, 
Dem.12.2,3. but theſe were built for Idols, and therefore might jult- 
ly be accounted meer Monuments of Idolatry; but our Meeting- 
places were builc for Chriſtian Churches and Aſſemblies to Worſhip 
God in, amongſt whom rhe Eſſentials of 4 Church ett and Worſhip 


were preſcrved, even under the Apeſtacy of Amichriſt, for the Woman

obſet ve, that Muſical luſti uvmeats do more ſlir up the minde to de- 
ghe, then frame it to a tight diſpoſition, they raiſe natural, rather 
then true Spiritual joy: which they that commend then 18 an help 
partly natural and partly artificial, te the exhilarating of the ſpitits 
for the praiſe of God, may do well to conſider. They are fuch as 
help as God hath not appointed, and what God doth not appoint, ks 
is not ont tO bleſs, But why ſhould we not have Trampecs ia the 
Worſhip of God as well as Organs? for the Jews had Trumpery 
allo, And why muſt we have them onely in Cathedral Churches?

V Hich is not, neither are you to look upon it under the 
Notion of a DireHory, io inform and inſtruct men con- 
cer ning the Worſhip of God, for doubt ſeſs it is as lawful to write 
Books of Prayer and publick Worſhip, as of Faith, or Love, or any 
other duty. But you muſt conſider it as a Preſcript Form, as a ſet 
and ffinted Liturgie deviſed and appointed by men, to be read as a 
part of the publick Worſhip of God, and to be kept to, both for 
matter and words, This is the tr ue ſtate of the Caſe, and upor this 
account we look upon the Book of Common-Prajer 4s a Grand Idd 
of che Church of Eng/axd, for it is a breach of the ſecond Command- 
Ment more wayes then one. | 
1. The Arguments of our Divine! againſt the Books commonly called 
Apocrypha, way ſerve againſt the Book of Common-Prayrr, for it is 


un Agocryphal Book, introduced into the publick Worſhip of God 
as 2 


g part thereof, and impoſed by force and violence. But 
thus to introduce another Book, beſides the Book of God, into his 
Church, is a diſhonour, ard an affront to the Scr ipture. f it bea 
Gn for men to ſet their poſts by bis poſts, their three by big threſbolds, 
as Exch.43.8. and th:ir Altars ly bis Alters, 2 Kings 16.13. is it no 
$a to ſet their Books by his Book ? 

2. Wede not find any Precept far it in the Scripturt, nor any Pre- 
wiſe that Cu will accept it, mor any bint of Example that ever any or- 
dinary Officers tool wpon them to impoſe flinted Liter ies wpon the Church, 
If ever there bad been need of ſuch an help, — it had been moſt 
ſcaſonable amongſt the Jews, in thoſe weak and chilaiſh times: but 
we linde no ſuch ching throughout the geripture. It is true, God by 
the hand of his extraordinary Meſſengers did appoint ſome Forms, 
but neither were they tyed up to them, neither will this warrant or- 
dinary Officers to do the like, God hath forbidden his people to 
make 10 themſelver Images. or Forms, or wayes of Worſhip, but he

them in Engliſh, If the Service of the Church Was good in Latine, it 
remaineth good in Engliſh, for net hing Altered, but to ſpeak with know- 
ledge what Was ſpoken with ignorance, and to let you nnderftand what 1 
ſaid for you, It was all taken out of the Maſs-book, if we under- 
ſand the word Maſs-book in a large ſenſe, as it is commonly taken: 
but to ſpeak more narrowly, it was Collected out of three Popiſh 
Books, The firſt part of publick Prayers, Ex Breviarie. The ſecond 
part, vid. the Order of adminiſtring Sacraments, Matrimony, Vi- 
kting the Sick, and Burials, + Rirwali. 3. The Order of Conſecra- 
tion in the Supper, the Epiſlles, and Goſpels, and Collects, + Miſſali, 
as the Form of Conſect ation of Bifhops and Prieſts, was taken + Pen- 
tificals, as you may ſee moro at large in Dideciavius, and in Mr, Sbe- 
pard, Who alſo (hews, that as the Common- Prayer was taken out 
of the Maſs, io the principal uu of the Maſs were borrowed from 
the Idulatrous Pagans, and their Original from Nama Pompi- 
lim, that Conjurer, who lived 700 years before Chriſt, to adorn 
and deck, as the Biſhops of Rews thought, the Religion of Chriſt je- 
ſus, to the which, when thus corrupted with Paganiſh and Popiſh mix- 
tures, the Roman were with much ado at laſt Converted, who till then 
were obſtinate in their old Heatheniſh Religion. Inſomuch that when 
Theodoſine ſent to the Senate to renounce their Pagan Religion, and 
receive the Law of Chriſt, they returned Anſwer that they would 
not, but would obſerve the Ancient Law Pompilian to avoid the ruine 
of the Common-wealth , which they feared would come by the 
Change of Religion. And to thoſe priacipal parts of the Maſs ta- 
ken from the Pagans, vic. Yeſtments, Holy Water, the Confiteor, Or= 
{a Inces(e, Offerten, Fe, other deckings were allo added, as divers:

Laws of Nam, and Tutu Heils. Damaſms, as Platina and S+- 
bling (hew, inriched it with Gloria Patri, Sergine, with an Ag 
Dei, to be ſung three times, Alexander and other Bi adced the 
Canon of the A/, others the Epiltles and Goſpels, The Gzadua! 


ind Colle&s were added by Gelafpms, Anne 493, the Gloria id Er- 
ec, by Symmachws, 503.

Thus Mr, Shepard concerning the Original of the Maſs and Comme 
Prayer, Yea, ſuch a Popiſh piece is this Book of Common · Prayer, 
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that as ſome of the Biſhops heve reported, Pope Pal IV. Od offer

in King 1 his — — „rene, L the requeſt 
of Pope Clement VII. made the Poi Aa liker the Enylit tor 
x great parc, then it was to the Roman Brevie y. : 

Bar let all tr ue Proteſtants judge, whether it be fir for us to fetch 
our Worſhip from that Aforher of Harlets, the Church of Rome, and 
to go to the Pope to indire our Prayers; as if the Pope could tell 
how to pray better then the people of God, who have his Spirit dwel- 
ling in them. Some indeed have ſaid, it is no matter whence it 
comes; but when whingife ſaid ſo concerning Deans, Canons, Pre- 
bendarier, &c. that it is not material though they come from the Pope, 
Mr. Carrwricht replies, It is as if he ſhould ſay, J: rhbifs wot thongh 
they come out of the bottomleſs Pit + for whatſoever cometh from the 
Pope,” which is Antichriſt, cometh firſt from the Devil. The ſecond

difference is there berween the carryinp of the Ark upon a Cart, and 
out Prayers upon a Book ? whereas both ſhovld be carried, the obe 
upon the ſhoulders cf the Leyites, the othet upon the gifts of rhe 
Minitftefs,

led by no better name but Nebafbren, an ill (aid Maſs, Some con- 
ceive the firf# Reformer are not te be look'd upon akogether as ordi- 
nary Afinifter;, as being ſtirced up and del by a more then ordi- 
nary Spirit in the Work of Reformation, ws doing ſome things 
ſomewhat out of ordinary courſe, whereof this hath been not un- 
fi-ly reckoned to be one, the making Ferme of Divine Service, 
which" might better be done in choſe dark and diſmal! times, when 
there was ſcarce one to be found for every Coun:y, that was able to 
Pray and Preach wxhen: a Book, for ſo ic was ia the beginning of 
neen E lizabiths time. 

But now God hath poured out his Spirit upon all fleſu, ſo tat 
private Chriſtians are able to pray to che publick editication of a 
whole Church: and therefore ſuppoſe it were lawful ro uſt ſuch a 
Crutch for thoſe that could not pray without it, yet it is unreaſonable 
and abſurd to force a man to go with Crutches when he is not lame. 
It is a vain and needleſs thiap, to tye Bladders under the wings of 
Sea-ſowls-to keep them from linking, or to help them ro ſ m. Ten 
rel ias ſaith, the Chriſtians in che Primitive times were wont to pray 
fine wgnitore, quia de peitore, without a prompter, tecai ſ they prayed 
from the heart; which Mr. Shepard obſerves is ſpoken in oppoſition 
tothe prompted Forms then in uſe amonrſt the P. It is but an 
heartleſs way of praying, to ſay a Prayer om of a Book. The Apo- 
ſile ſaith, We know not what to pray for as we ought, bat rhe Spirir 
helpeth aur in firmities, Rom. 8. 26. It is the Spirits office to intercede 
in w, as Chriſt interceder for u. But what great need is there of the 
Spit it, to reade a Prayer out of a Book Other uſe therefore of the 
Common-prayer at this day I know nar, then the quenching of the 
Spirit, and putting him as it were out of office, or at leaſt limicin 
and Rinting the Spirit, wkat and how many words he mu! meh 
himſelf by, wichout alter ation, addition, or diminution, and the ſur - 
n ſhing of de Mintf ir; with the Inftrument of a fooliſh Shepherd, 
without which they would be dumb indeed, and unable to ſay any 
thing. To which may be alſo added, the arming of Perſecurors wich 
8 bloody Weapon and Inſtrument of Violence, whereby ta oppreſy 
the Conſciences of Gods faithfel Miniſters and people, which ſome 
Epiſcopal men, wav have been more ingenuous then the teſt of theit 

tulows,. 
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A Teftimony from Scripture | 
fellows, have been ſo convinced of, that they have confeſſed it. Dr, 


 Maynwaring Chancellor of Cheſter, upon a D. bate with Mr. Ly a- 


bout the Service-book, he confeſſed at laft, and ſaid, we bal never 
have Peace and true Charity in the Church, untill it be taken away, 

6. It Would fill a Volume to ennmerate and rechon np all the Cor- 
reptions of the matter of it, The falſe Doctrine, That it à certain by 
Gods Word, that Children that be Baptized are wndonbtedly ſaved, The 
intolerable diſhonout done to the Scripture, ſetting up Hager equa] 
with her Miftris, by appointing Apocrypha, to the number of 104 
Chapter s, yea the very lales in Tebit, to be read in the publick Wor- 
ſhip of God, but a great part of Canonical Scripture quite omitted, 
and left ont of the X alender, The Superflitiows Obſervations of Holy» 
dayes, the Sign of the Croſs, Churching of Women, Thoſe abſurd 
broken reſponds, and ſhreds of Prayer , whereby they toſs their 
Prayers, like Tennis- balls, between the Prieſt and People, T amtologirr, 
O Lord deliver ws, eight times; We beſeech thre to hear u geod Lord, 
twenty times, Complementing with God in their Prayers, We beſerch 
thee give us thoſe things which for eur unworthineſs we dare not preſume 
te u; a molt weak and legal paſſage, as if a Believer that prayes ia 
Chr iſts Name, might not freely ask of God any thing he needs, yea 
the greateſt things, the Spirit, and the Glory to come. Yea, there 
is Nonſenſe in it, as when they call the Leſſons out of J/aiah, 7 oel, and 
the Prophets, Epiftles, And when that Colet?, where they ſay, 7 hou 
haft ſent thy Son to be born «4 on this day, is appointed to be ſaid ſix 
dayts together one after another, as if Chriſt were born (ix times 
over, Yea, it appoints a moſt corrupt, and falſe Tranſlation of the 
Scripture to be read, and which in ſome places no reaſonable ſenſe can 
be made of; as when they reade thus in P/al.z$,4. Or ever your pt 
be made hot With thorns, ſo lit indignation vex them, as 4 thing that u 
raw: and in many other places. 

7. Neither u the Pariſh Book of Common-prayer eſtabliſhed by Law. 
For che Law of Elic. 1. reſtores and reeſtabliſheth the Book uſed in 
King Ew. time, and no other or other wiſe,excepring only one or two 
Alterations there ſpecified. But the Pariſh Book, is not the ſame with 
King Eawards, but differs greatly from it: for there was « rer 
in that againſt the Biſhop of Rome, with all his deteflable Enormi- 
ties, which is omitted in the Pariſh Book, And there be twenty ſix 
Leſſons of Canonical Scripture in King Edwards Kalender, which 
are profanely and ſacrilegiouily expunged, and blotted out of che

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USE, LIntithr a word of Exherta.., to the Biſhops, and to the 
Epiſcogal Party, not to ret ive the Superſtition! and Idol uries of for- 
mer times, or at (eaſt not to impoſe them, Yor you ſe what the fext 
ſaich, che Lord will have them to be rooted out: and therefore he will 
be angry with you, if you practiſe them, but his wrath will burn like 
fire, if you impoſe them, I might here ſpeak many things, to ſhew 
the anreaſonableneſs of ſach Impoſitions, for I do not now ſpeak 
meer ly againſt the things themſclves, but again(t that violent, that 
bloody, that impoſing Spirit, the Spirit of Perſecution, I think ic were 
caſie to offer ſach Conſiderations to you concerning it, as might not 
onely convince your Conſciences, but alſo move and melt your bowels, 
Make it your own caſe, If your Conſciences were againſt ſuch things, 
you would be loth to be impoſed upon. You may fight for them with 
the Sword of the Spirit, and maintain them by the Word of God, if 
you can, but take heed of flying to Carnal Weapons, to oppreſs thoſe 
Truths of Chriſt, which by dint of Spiritual Reaſon you cannot ſub- 
due, If any of theſe men be preſent before the Lord this day, ſup- 
poſe you had been compelled in former times to turn Ind ependenis, 
or to let your Children die unbaptized, or to do it withour the Sign 
of the Croſs, I ſuppoſe you would have filled Heaven and Earth with 
your cries. - And give me leave to tell you, that if you will be per ſe- 
cuting, the people of God will ery, and never ceaſe crying in the ears 
of the Lord againſt you, till he hach brought upon you the Judgement 
written.

? will you be worſe then the Scribes and Phariſees ? who though 
they had not the grace to forgive their enemies, yet they had ſo much 
good nature as to love their friends : will you give ns cauſe to ſay, that 
there is not ſo much as common lagenuity to be found ⸗ you ? 

If you will be content with your own Liberty, and ſuffer your 
Neighbours that differ from you, to live peaccably and quietly with 
you, you may go to Gilgal, and paſs ever to Buk-aven, make haſte to- 
wards Rowe, be as Idolatrous and Super flitious as you pleaſe, I know 
no Miniſter, nor private Chriſtian, that will hinder you, or give any 
the leſt impediment or obſtt uction to * fur ther then chis, chat — 
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but for any external impediment, we leave that to the Magi'trate 
to whom it belongs, to remove the high places, and break, the Imayer,and 
eur down the Grover, But if you will not de content to (in alone, but 
will needs perſecute and compel us to ſin andÞerifh with yon, you will 
engage the Prayers of all the people of God againſt you as one man. 
W hen you have flopt our monthes from Preaching, yet we ſhall Pray, 
and rot onely we, but all the Souls that have been converted, or com- 
forted and edified by our Miniſtry , of whom you know there be, 
through the grace of Chriſt, many in this City and Nation, they will 
all cry to the Lord againſt you for want of Bread, becauſe you deprive 
them of thoſe that ſhould break the bread of life to them, And how 
dreadful this will be unto you, I think I need not tell you. For when 


Saints pray, God will hear, eſpecially if they unite their forces, and 


joyn together in the ſame requeſts, 1 had rather be environed with 
Armies of armed men, & compaſſed round about with drawn Swords, 
and Inſtruments of death, then that the leaſt praying Saint ſhould bend 
the edge of his Prayers againſt me, for there is no itanding before the 
Prayers of the Saints, You may ſee throughout the whole Scripture, 
and eſpecially in the Book of the Revelation, what a powerful ir. fluerce 
they have into all the Revolutions of Providence: before the opening 
of the Seven Seals, we reade of golden Via full of dear, Which are 
the Prayers of the Saints, Rev. 5. B. and before the ſounding of the Se- 
ven Trumpets, that great and dreadful diſpenſation of Providence, 
conſiſting of four leſſer woes, which made way for the three great 
woes ;, for the Pope, who appears openly under the f/th Tramper, and 
for the Twrk, who breaks looſe in the ft, and for the final dellt u- 
Sion of all Enemies, by the ſeventh Tre. The introduction to all 
theſe aſloniſtiag Judgements was this, Chriſt appears as the Angel of 
the Coveramt, with a golden Cenſer in bis hand, and with much 1n- 
ceſs of his own met its and mediation, and er it wp wich rhe ruht. 
Cr „den the geen Altar which was bifere the Thron, an 
the ſmoke of the Incenſe, with the prayers of the Saints, aſecnatd np before 
God ont of the Angel: bend, and after this there followed 7 hundering? 
and Lisbtnings, and-dreadfu} diſpenfations, Rev. 8. 3, 4. Laſtly, before 
the pouring out of the ſeven Via, which is thought by many to be 
the diſpenſation that theſe Times ate under, the Saints are brought in 
praying and praiſing God, X. v. 15. and the even Angels, the Iuſſi u- 
ments of Ch iſt ia the execution of theſe Plagues, are ſaid to cow wt 
the Temple, that is, out of Reformed Cure bet, ver. 6. and one of the 


four 
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four living Creatæres, which ſome of the Interpreters under land * 
to be Church- Officers, and Miniſters of the Goſpel, gave anto the ſtven 
Angels, ſeven geldis Vials full of the wrath of God, who livetb for ever and 4 
ever, ver. . It is their Faich and Prayers, and the light of Chriſt in their 
Miqftry, chat ſets all the wheels a-going for the ruine of Enemies, for 
Gad puts all the Prayers and Tears of his Saints into his bottle, Pal. 
56.8. and pours them down again in Plagues, and ia fircams of fire, and 
blood, and brimſtone, upon a malignant wicked world. If it be ſo dan- 
gerous to offend the leak Saint, that Chriſt kimſelf profeſſerh, ir were 
better for that man that a milſtone Were tyed about buy neck and to br thrown 
with it inte the bottom of the ſea, then ts offend oneof theſe little ones, how 
dreadful will it then be to offend and grieve the Spirit of God ia the 
hearts of all his people, and ſo to rowze that Lion, the Spirit of Prayer 
againſt you, For | teſliße uato you, that as the Saints will pray, ſo the 
Lord himſelf will fight againſt you, and take you into bis own revenging 
hand, I ſpeak it conditionally, in caſe you perſecute, and I wib al rhe 
Jig in Ireland heard ; for in the Name, and in the love of Chriſt 
I ſpeak it to you, and | beſeech you ſo to take it. 1 ſay, if once you fall 
to the old trade of Perſecution, the Lord Jeſus will never bear it at your 
bapds, but he will bring upon you ſwift deſtruction. And your ſecond 85
